BY AN AGREEMENT with 
Canada amounting virtually 
to a defence alliance, Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt has served 
notice to aggressor nations 
that the United States will 
never permit an invasion of 
Canada. The agreement 
was reached last week-end 
by Mr. Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister A/\ackenzie King 
in a railroad car at Ogdens- 
burg, N.Y., and inducts the 
U.S. army and navy high 
command into a new era of 
defence planning in which 
they must think in terms of 
all North America. The 
historic meeting between 
the two heads of Canada 
and the U.S.A. came at a 
time when Washington was 
known to be considering 
leasing bases in British pos¬ 
sessions in the new world for 
establishment of new U.S. 
naval and air bases. The 
King-Roosevelt party drove 
through a 30 - mile area 
along the border where 
100,000 troops of the U.S. 
army were carrying out the 
greatest peacetime manoeu¬ 
vres ever seen on this con¬ 
tinent. Then was drafted 
the history-making state¬ 
ment announcing formation 
of a joint board to co-ordin¬ 
ate plans for defending

ATTACK NEXT, 
TROOPS TOLD 

"ONCE WE'VE driven the 
enemy out of the country, 
we'll attack his own coun¬ 
try," is Maj.-Gen. Pearkes' 
promise to his troops. The 
leader of the first Canadian 
division warned that beat¬ 
ing the Germans would be 
a "tough job," and told the 
Canadians under him to 
keep fit and hard and "re¬ 
member their lessons." The 
commander said the 
Canucks' duty would be to 
break up the crust of in¬ 
vading Germans and send 
them back to the sea until 
they drowned themselves 
"as the swine had in the 
Biblical story." In the 
meantime, manoeuvres of 
the Canadians, in conjunc¬ 
tion with British troops, are 
aimed at transforming the 
units into a strong mechan¬ 
ized force, capable of strik¬ 
ing the enemy hard. One 
vital element, as the de¬ 
fenders realize, in the suc¬ 
cessful movement of men 
on a large scale is mainten¬ 
ance of communications— 
in this element Britain will 
have a decided advantage.

S TRATEGIC IMPORTANCE of Af¬ 
ghanistan is that it forms a buffer 
state between British India and Soviet 
Russia: As in pll Moslem countries in 
the Near and Middle East, German in¬ 
terest in Afghanistan has been notor¬ 
ious, and the country is swarming 
with spies posing as German, Czech 
and Polish refugees. Germany has also 
been active in spreading radio propa¬ 
ganda throughout the country—.Berlin 
is the only European capital to which 
Kabul is connected by radio-telegraph. 
Often in its chequered history a mere 
congerie of petty states, Afghanis¬ 
tan is now a distinct political entity 
of 10,000,000 people. Often at logger- 
heads with authorities in British 
India, Afghan leaders none the less re¬ 
mained neutral in the first world war, 
in spite of German propaganda. Mod¬ 
ern improvements have come slowly in 
the country, largely due to native re¬ 
ligious prejudice and except in the 
capital city of Kabul educational facil¬ 
ities are few and far between. Islamic 
law prevails in the country and village 
priests teach the youth reading, writ¬ 
ing and religion through use of the 
Koran. One secondary school was 
under French control, another under 
German control
